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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Elections to the State Legislative Assembly have been 
held on the basis of adult franchise according to the electoral 
rolls prepared in pursuance of the provisions of the Con.

rules made thereunder. It is proposed to hold elections to 
the municipal councils also on the basis of adult franchise 
and for that purpose to utilise the electoral rolls prepared 
for the purpose of elections to the State Legislative Assem .
